Law M ay Be Boomerang. 
Sam uel O. Dunn, of a hicago, who 
ac ted *n an advisory of capacity In the 
negotiations which preceded the pas­ 
sage of the Adamson law. suggested rn 
a speech at M ackinac I-land. Mich., 
last night that the eight- bour law may 
prove a 
boomerang to the brothel- 
hoods. 
Mr. Dunn’s rem arks were ad­ 
dressed to delegates-to the convention 
of the R ailw ay Signal association. 
“ This law,” ‘mid Mr. Dunn, “ does 
not limit the number of hours that rail­ 
way employes may work in a day. It 
m erely lim its the number of hours 
that the railw ay may require them to 
work before 
it 
pays 
them a 
day’s 
wages. 
In other words, it fixes an 
eight-hour pay day, and not an eight- 
hour work day. 
“ It is certain that under this law, 
if it should be upheld, the railw ays 
would have to pay a day’s wage for 
eight hours’ work, but is it not equally 
obvious that the law prohibits them 
from paying any em ploya'in train ser­ 
vice a day’s wage before he has done, 
at least eight hours’ work. 
It says! 
eight hours, no more and no less, shall! 
Im the standard. 
“ It would appear, 
therefore, 
that 
under this provision if the railw ays 
I should pay any employe a day’s wage 
, for less than eight hours’ work they 
would violate the law 
and 
subject j 
themselves to its pains and penalties. 
M any trainm en in passenger service, 
it is said, receive full pay for less than 
eight hours’ work.”
